President 

It is pleasing to be able to report to members on a year in which good pro¬ 
gress has been made by the Museum in several respects. At the same time, as 
I mention below, it has been a year in which the Museum has lost several good 
friends and supporters. 


Council 


Council was saddened by the deaths of two of its members during the year. 
Mr lan McKinnon died in October. He was appointed to represent the Auckland 
City Council on the Council of the Auckland Institute and Museum in June 
1974, and he continued in that position until his death. Mr McKinnon became 
a Life member of the Institute and Museum in 1976. During his term on Coun¬ 
cil, Ian McKinnon made a substantial contribution to the work of the Museum, 
notably in relation to the revision and amendment of the Museum’s empower¬ 
ing Act and in financial matters. 

Mr David Robertson died in January. David became a Life Member of the 
Institute and Museum in 1952 and was elected as a representative of the members 
on Council in 1967. He served continuously on Council since that time, taking 
a full and active part in the affairs of the Museum. As well as serving on the 
Institute and chairing the Conservation Committees, David was one of the first 
group of volunteer guides at the Museum. 

Both of these men gave generously of their time to serve the Museum, and 
they will be sadly missed. 

Ms D. L. Henare was appointed by the Auckland City Council to fill the vacan¬ 
cy on the Museum Council caused by Mr McKinnon’s death. Prof 1. H. Kawharu 
was appointed by Council to fill the vacancy caused by Mr Robertson’s death 
until the Annual General Meeting. At the last Annual General Meeting Prof 
R. N. H. Bulmer and Mr R. B. Sibson were returned to Council unopposed 
as representatives of members of the Institute and Museum. During the year 
Mr S. F. Smythe resigned as a Northcote Borough Councillor, and accordingly 
he ceased to be a member of the Council. At the end of the year, elections were 
underway to replace him.

son, Dr E. H. Roche, Mr J. Seabrook, Mr R. S. Stevenson, Mr K. E. Tarlton, 
Sir Harvey Turner. 

I have already referred to the service to the Museum of Mr McKinnon and 
Mr Robertson. Dr E. H. Roche was a member of Council from 1962 until 1976, 
and chairman of the Museum Committee from 1964 to 1976, a period which 
saw a number of major developments at the Museum. 

Mr John Seabrook was one of the longest standing members and supporters 
of the Museum. He became a member in 1939, and was closely involved in the 
fund-raising for the erection of all three stages of the War Memorial Museum 
building. He was elected to Council in 1954, and to the Trust Board in 1963; 
he served as President between 1960 and 1964, and subsequently as Vice- 
President. The Institute and Museum’s highest compliment, the award of 
Honorary Life Membership, was made to Jack Seabrook in 1964. 

Mr C. E. Disney was a major benefactor to the Museum through the Disney 
Art Trust which he established, and further endowed in his will. Mr Disney was 
made an Honorary Life Member in 1967. His continuing contributions to the 
Museum through the Trust will leave a lasting memorial. 

Institute Meetings 

Our monthly meetings continue to attract a small but enthusiastic audience. 
Our thanks are recorded to the following lecturers: Mr John Stacpoole, “The 
Buildings of Auckland”; Dr Charles Nalden, “The Foundling Hospital”; Mr 
Leonard Bell, “The Maori in European Art”; Mr Anthony Wright, “The Three 
Kings Islands”; Dr G. Kuschel, “The Lost World Still Alive”; Dr F. M. Graham, 
“Infertility and Pregnancy by Proxy”; Mr Phillip Jew, “21 Years of Parks in 
the Auckland Regional Authority”. Average attendance at this year’s lectures 
was 118. 

This year’s Archey Lecture to senior secondary school pupils was given by 
Dr I. E. M. Smith of the Geology Department of the University of Auckland. 
Dr Smith spoke on “Active Volcanoes and Volcanic Hazard in New Zealand”. 

Museum Building 

During the year, Council undertook major upgrading programmes in the 
Museum Shop and Coffee Lounge. These two establishments play a major role 
in the life of the Museum, providing a service to our visitors as well as con¬ 
tributing substantially to the Museum’s income. Their appearance and efficien¬ 
cy was greatly improved by the refurbishing, and the new facilities have met 
with universal approval from Museum visitors and staff alike. 
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Work commenced during the year on the replacement of the Museum Lift, 
as foreshadowed in last year’s report. Whilst the absence of the lift has caused 
some inconvenience to museum visitors and the staff, the new lift will be a con¬ 
siderable improvement on our 55 year old veteran which had reached the end 
of its economic life. 

The Council’s continuing programme to upgrade security and safety facilities 
at the Museum saw a major extension to the smoke detection alarm system dur¬ 
ing the year. Fire detection cover now reaches all parts of the Museum building. 

Collection Storage 

This year Council began a major programme to upgrade the Museum’s storage 
areas. Caring for the Museum’s reserve collections and making them available 
for study are a major part of the Museum’s responsibilities. Growth of the col¬ 
lections, and better understanding of the storage requirements of many of the 
more sensitive objects mean that considerable improvement in these storage 
facilities is called for. The work began with an extension to the mobile shelving 
system in the Museum’s Cheeseman Herbarium, and will be extended into other 
storage areas in future years. 

Gifts, Grants and Bequests 

Once again, the community’s continuing support for the Museum has been 
expressed through a large number of gifts and grants. 

The New Zealand Lottery Board of Control has been generous in its support 
of the Museum this year. The Board made a grant of $50,000 from its Art 
Galleries and Museums Scheme towards the display development in the Maori 
galleries. The same Lottery Board Scheme also granted $17,052 towards the salary 
and activities of the Museum’s Liaison Officer in her work with provincial 
museums. Three of the Museum’s scientists received grants from the Scientific 
Research Distribution Committee of the Board. Mr Keith Wise and Mr Anthony 
Wright were granted $ 10,000 to assist in the salvage of “at-risk” insect and plant 
specimens in Northland, and Dr Brian Gill was granted $5000 in support of a 
programme of research into the Whitehead on Little Barrier Island. 

The Board of Trustees of the Sir John Logan Campbell Residuary Estate kindly 
granted $15,000 towards the continuing development of the Maori Gallery 
Displays. The Auckland Savings Bank also supported this project generously 
with a grant of $6000. 

The Disney Art Trust granted the sum of $A9000 which, as Mr Muir reports 
below, has been of very great assistance in the purchase of objects of decorative 
art for display in the Museum. 

Members once again supported the Museum by contributing to the special 
funds established to assist the Museum in purchasing items for the Library and 
the collections. Donations to the Members’ Library Purposes Fund were $4128, 
and to the Specimen Purchase Fund $2891. 

We acknowledge with gratitude this support and that of all those organisa¬ 
tions and individuals from whom we have received monetary donations during 
the year.

The board has met only once during the year, to consider the investment ac¬ 
counts. Individual members have however assisted me and the Museum staff 
with advice on investment decisions, to ensure the Museum receives the max¬ 
imum return on its investments. The relatively low level of the Board’s activity 
reflects the stability of the Museum’s investments. 

I have mentioned above the deaths of Mr John Seabrook, a member of the 
Board for many years, and Dr E. H. Roche, a former member of the Board. 
The Board’s condolences have been extended to the families of these two valued 
members. 

The Institute and Museum council appointed Mr W. A. Laxon to fill the vacan¬ 
cy on the Board left by Mr Seabrook’s death. Mr Laxon has been an Institute 
members’ representative on the Institute and Museum Council since 1979, and 
is currently the Chairman of the Council’s Finance Committee. 

The total of invested funds now stands at $1,296,559.

Director 

Once again I have to express my gratitude to the Council and staff of the 
Museum for their support during the year, which has seen considerable pro¬ 
gress made in several areas. 

Staff 

Several senior members of the Museum staff have retired during the past year. 

Mrs Nola Arthur retired as Assistant Ethnologist at the end of 1984. Former¬ 
ly Assistant Librarian, Nola has been a very important part of the Ethnology 
Department for a number of years, as kai karanga in greeting official visitors 
to the Museum, in undertaking the registration of the Ethnology collections and 
generally assisting in the Ethnology Department. We are delighted that she is 
continuing her association with the Museum, compiling an index of Maori names 
in the Museum library. The Museum was pleased to appoint Te Warena Taua 
to the position of Assistant Ethnologist, after interviewing several strong can¬ 
didates from a good field of applicants. Mr Taua took up his appointment in 
April 1985. 

Senior Attendant Bruce Fletcher retired at the end of June, after twelve years’ 
service with the Museum, six as Senior Attendant. Bruce’s Deputy Colin Whyte 
was appointed to the position of Senior Attendant, and Jack Watson to the posi¬ 
tion of Deputy Senior Attendant. 

Another long serving member of staff, Mrs Audrey McBirney, retired at the 
end of 1984. Mrs McBirney has worked in several different departments of the 
Museum, most recently as display assistant in the Applied Arts Department, 
carrying out registration and specialised cleaning duties. The Museum’s Honorary 
Curator of Furniture Mr Bill Ross-Lowe resigned his position, as he has return¬ 
ed to Great Britain in retirement. We are very grateful to him for all his work 
with the furniture collection over the years. 
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John McCaw, Artist Technician with the Museum Education Service for many 
years, retired in May. John has been responsible primarily for the production, 
distribution and maintenance of the loan display cases distributed to over 400 
schools throughout the Auckland province. The Education Board appointed Juliet 
Hawkins to replace Mr McCaw. 

Angus McKenzie was appointed following Council’s decision to strengthen 
the Display Department, particularly in view of the substantial activity being 
undertaken in the Maori Gallery. Elizabeth Moore was appointed as clerical assis¬ 
tant in the Accounts Department, following the resignation of Isobelle Cherr- 
ington. Director’s Secretary Gaye Powell decided not to return to work after 
taking maternity leave following the birth of her son. Gaye Nicholson was ap¬ 
pointed to replace her, but changed circumstances forced her to resign at the 
end of the year. Sandra Turnbull has been appointed to the position. Secretarial 
Assistant Anne Wilson was made a Justice of the Peace during the year. 

The Museum was pleased to be able to assist the Interim Committee for the 
Conservation of Cultural Property by offering conservation experience to three 
interns. Julia Gresson, Greer Olsen and Heather Todd each spent three months 
in the Museum, and carried out a range of useful tasks while they were here. 
We were also pleased to be able to employ six students under the Student Job 
Search Programme of the Department of Labour; Michael Brook, Annabelle 
Oliver, Tanya Riddell, Jennifer Robertson, Paul Schofield, Michael Whitehead. 

During the year 1 have served as President of the Art Galleries and Museums 
Association of New Zealand, and as a member of the Advisory Committee for 
the Art Galleries and Museums Scheme of the New Zealand Lottery Board. I 
was appointed as AGMANZ nominee to the Board of the Museum of Transport 
and Technology and have also continued as a member of the New Zealand Na¬ 
tional Commission for UNESCO. Whilst these extra activities are time consum¬ 
ing, they enable me to contribute to the growth of museums as a whole in New 
Zealand, and also bring benefits both tangible and intangible to Auckland 
Museum. 

V olunteer Guides 

The second group of volunteer guides to undertake a training course successful¬ 
ly completed their work during the year, and began to take a full part in the 
guiding programme. A very busy schedule of visits by cruise ships over the sum¬ 
mer months meant a lot of hard work for all the guides, and we are very grateful 
to them for the time and effort they put into the programme. Many museum 
visitors, both locals and those from overseas have been warm in their praise 
of the contribution the volunteer guides have made to their enjoyment of their 
museum visit. 

Te Maori 

The exhibition Te Maori opened in New York in September, and in St Louis 
in February. Auckland Museum loaned fifty one of its greatest taonga to this 
major exhibition, with the approval and blessing of the elders of the Maori tribes 
with which they are associated. The exhibition has made considerable impact 
internationally and at home, though its greatest impact in New Zealand will be 
felt when the exhibition returns to be seen here. 
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I was fortunate to be able to attend the opening of Te Maori at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York, because it coincided with the opening of the ex¬ 
hibition at the Museum of Modern Art to which Auckland Museum had loaned 
the statue of the goddess Kave from Nukuoro. I was privileged to be invited 
to attend that exhibition as the guest of MOMA, and with the support of the 
Auckland Museum Council I was able to extend my visit to include the opening 
at the Metropolitan as well. 

Display Programme 

Good progress has continued to be made on the display development of the 
Maori Galleries, and the staff in the Display, Ethnology, Archaeology and Con¬ 
servation departments have devoted a considerable proportion of their time to 
the project. Major display developments such as this inevitably progress only 
slowly, but we look forward to the opening of the first section of the displays 
during the coming year. 

As we report below, the year has also been a busy one for other display ac¬ 
tivities, especially in our Special Exhibition programme. The fact that there is 
always something new and different to see at the Museum is an important at¬ 
traction to our visitors. 

Publications 

Bulletin number 14 of the Auckland Institute and Museum was published dur¬ 
ing the year. Systematies of the Family Nassariidae by Malacologist Walter Cer- 
nohorsky is a most significant review of the taxonomy of this shellfish family, 
on which Mr Cernohorsky is a world authority. The publication was made possi¬ 
ble with the support of a grant from the New Zealand Lottery Board. 

The Records vol. 21 part 1, published on 18 December, 1984, contained papers 
on archaeology and ethnology by Joan Lawrence and Nigel Prickett, ‘Okusitino 
Mahina, Mick Pendergrast and D. R. Simmons; a paper on botany by E. B. 
Bangerter; and papers on zoology by B. J. Gill, and Malcolm Luxton. Mr Wise, 
as editor of both the Bulletin series and the Records has had another heavy 
workload with these two publications, and the museum is once again indebted 
to him. In addition may I thank the members of the Editorial Committee, Pro¬ 
fessor Green, Professor Newhook, Dr Braggins and Miss Robb for their work 
for the Museum. 

Four issues of the News were produced during the year, and distributed to 
members. In addition, Council decided to send copies of the News to all local 
authority councillors who wanted one, to keep them in touch with the work and 
progress of the Museum which their authorities support financially. 

A new publicity pamphlet advertising the Museum has been produced. The 
colour photographs in this leaflet make it much more attractive than the previous 
one, and it should serve to draw visitors’ attention to the Museum more effec¬ 
tively. The leaflet is being distributed in some 60 outlets throughout the region, 
in hotels, motels, travel centres and other tourist attractions. 


G. S. PARK 
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Assistant Director and Ethnologist 

During the year the ethnologist gave 18 formal lectures including university 
lectures to the History Department, Elam School of Fine Arts and Art History 
departments. A lecture on Maori theology was given to St John’s College and 
another, at a lower level, to Hato Petera. Maori marae groups, work skills groups 
and trainees from the Auckland Technical Institute were given a total of thirty 
tours of the displays and storage areas. Some 21 lectures were given to groups 
outside the museum. A full length TV film was entitled “Shadows on the land”, 
which has still to be shown. Many other TV interviews were given for Te Karere 
and local and national news programmes. 

Mrs Nola Arthur of Ngai Tahu retired at the end of the year from the posi¬ 
tion of assistant ethnologist. Mrs Arthur has been a very important part of the 
Ethnology Department team since she moved down from the library. Her gift 
of relating quickly to the shyest of our visitors and her ability as a kai karanga 
on the marae have meant that the department has been able to front up for 
ceremonial welcomes on the marae, often at the shortest notice. Mrs Arthur 
has continued her association with the museum and has been returning once 
a week to compile an index of Maori names in the library. She will also be 
available to assist with welcomes on the marae. 

The Te Maori Exhibition opened in New York and has since gone on to St 
Louis, Missouri and San Francisco. Visiting parties of journalists writing ar¬ 
ticles associated with Te Maori have been given guided tours, taken to Orakei 
Marae or supplied with itineraries and contacts for areas outside Auckland. The 
Te Maori Catalogue which includes two sections written by me proved very 
popular in the United States. It received an award as the best academic book 
published in the museum and arts field and was listed among the best 100 
academic books published in the year. 

The descendants of Karaitiana and Te Huru Wharehinga from Tikapa on the 
north head of the Waiapu River, visited the museum to see and greet their 
ancestor, the noted carver Iwirakau of Ngati Porou. He is depticted as a 
poutokomanawa which originally stood in Te Wharehinga’s house at Tikapa. 
The poutokomanawa was received in the museum together with a greenstone 
mere in 1897. As a result of the visit, the mere now has its correct name - 
Pokaiwhenua. 

An important taiaha which was presented by Arama Karaka Haututu of Ngati 
Whatua to a school teacher at Tanoa, Mr Hazard, has now been returned to 
Ngati Whatua by Mr Hazard’s son. Mr Hazard, accompanied by Mr Simmons, 
Mrs Arthur and Tanya Riddell, took the taiaha to Orakei Marae where it was 
presented back to the tribe. It has now been placed in Auckland Museum by 
Ngati Whatua for safekeeping. 

A book on Maori tribal carving, “Whakairo - Maori Tribal Art”, has been 
published by Oxford University Press. The former display artist in the museum, 
Peter Gossage, assisted with the illustrations which include the tribal symbols 
which are used on the seats of the war canoe Te Toki a Tapiri. 
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The Maori Court redevelopment has reached a stage where the first part, the 
western hall dealing with the knowledge of the gods is nearing completion. The 
central marae reorganisation should commence shortly; to be followed by the 
tribal areas of the eastern Maori court. 

An important tiki named Mararukura a Maruaru has been presented by the 
Liggins family as a bequest from Dr J. M. Liggins. A carved paddle in the Bay 
of Islands style of the Ngati Kahu tribe has been purchased by the Vaile fund 
from the Sotheby-Parke Bennet galleries in New York. A very fine pre-European 
tiki which belonged to Tairea, an important Ngati Kahungunu ariki from Wairoa 
in Hawke’s Bay has been placed in the Museum by a member of the Kemp family. 
A very fine carved Maori tekoteko figure from a chiefs house has been pur¬ 
chased from Sotheby’s in London. The total cost of the figure was met from 
the Edward Earle Vaile Bequest. 


D. R. SIMMONS 


Curator of Applied Arts 

A long association with the Museum and its Department of Applied Arts came 
to an end during the year with the death of Mr Charles Edgar Disney. In 1967 
Mr Disney established the Disney Art Trust to enable the Auckland Museum 
and the National Museum, Wellington to purchase items for the applied arts 
collections. During the past year thirty-six significant objects have been added 
to various sections within the department. Mr Disney maintained a keen interest 
in the Trust and its implementation up to the time of his death at the age of 95. 

Another longstanding connecton was severed with the retirement and the return 
to Britain of Mr W.H. Ross-Lowe, the Honorary Curator of Furniture. Mrs 
Audrey McBirney also retired after 14 years of excellent service to the institu¬ 
tion in the areas of applied arts, colonial history, exhibitions and display. The 
high standard of maintenance which the furniture collection, in particular, con¬ 
tinues to display was due to the untiring and devoted attention of Mr Ross-Lowe 
and Mrs McBirney. 

Mrs Judy Smith has had a very busy year dealing with a large number of en¬ 
quiries and adding extensively to the collections, Dr David Smith continued to 
apply his enthusiasm and expertise to the collection of timepieces and Mr Trevor 
Bayliss has given valuable advice on the development of the Asian section. 

There have been continual changes made to displays. Temporary exhibits have 
included Spanish lace and embroideries, antique jewellery, Chinese and English 
blue and white wares, selections of New Zealand commercial ceramics and studio 
pottery, a selection of handpainted china by artists in the Auckland region, coins 
shown by members of the Auckland Numismatic Society, and New Zealand hand¬ 
weaving. A display case has been made available for frequently changed selec¬ 
tions of work by contemporary New Zealand craft jewellers. 

Mrs Smith and I have provided a number of special tours, talks, or lectures. 
In addition to those conducted in the Museum, I went to Waiheke Island to 
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The Museum’s growing collection of New Zealand jewellery includes this pen¬ 
dant by Elena Gee of Auckland. Its purchase was also made possible by the 
Disney Art Trust.

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talk to members of the Historical Society about furniture and ceramics and to 
Palmerston North to open an exhibition and launch the 25th anniversary year 
of the Manawatu Art Gallery. In Napier I gave a lecture on Chinese ceramics 
to members of the Hawkes Bay Art Gallery & Museum as well as assisting with 
recataloguing, a selection for new displays and the purchase of additional items. 
Advice has been given on museum techniques to the custodians of the Huntly 
Museum, the Registrar of MOTAT, and the Awhitu Historical Society. I also 
selected awards for an exhibition of china painting in Auckland, and assisted 
with the selection of works for the Handweavers’ Exhibition, ‘Focus on Fibre.’ 

Among the seventy items presented or placed on deposit during the year was 
a collection of Japanese packaging presented by the Queen Elizabeth II Arts 
Council, and a highly important, 19th century piece of New Zealand made fur¬ 
niture attributed to Anton Seuffert, deposited by the Trustees of the Mackelvie 
Collection.

E. Earle Vaile Archaeologist 

Maori Gallery work has taken much time this year and has focused on the 
selection of objects, subject research and label writing. There has been a great 
deal of liaison with the Display and Conservation Departments, photographer 
Alan Leatherby and many others. The model pa and landscape made by Peter 
Gossage, which will undoubtedly be a major attraction in the new gallery, has 
also involved much research and consultation. Mick Pendergrast has taken on 
a major part of the workload and because of his particular knowledge, has been 
invaluable where fibre or woven artefacts are concerned. Dante Bonica and Mick 
Pendergrast have prepared and reconstructed artefacts. 

Publication work this year has included the production of four issues of the 
New Zealand Archaeological Association Newsletter of which I am editor. Thanks 
are due to Mary Best for her thoughtful and efficient work in the preparation 
of material for the printer. Editorial work has also been carried out on a number 
of manuscripts for various colleagues. The Museum Records has published an 
article resulting from excavation in North Taranaki in 1968 and Tane has publish¬ 
ed a report on recent fieldwork on the Chicken Islands. Brief articles have ap¬ 
peared in the journal Historic Places in New Zealand. 

During the year I have continued on the archaeological committee of the New 
Zealand Historic Places Trust and on the Council of the New Zealand Ar¬ 
chaeological Association. I attended annual conferences of AGMANZ, NZAA 
and the triennial conference of the New Zealand Historic Places Trust. 

There have been several field trips to the Waikato looking at historic sites 
under development pressure. In December/January a week was spent site survey¬ 
ing on the Broken Islands, off Great Barrier Island - a trip organised by the 
Offshore Islands Research Group. At the beginning of March 1985 I spent three 
days in the Waitotara River valley with archaeologist Kelvin Day who was site 
surveying in the area. 

There have been many visitors and public enquiries, as well as professional 
colleagues and students who have consulted the collections this year. Mr 
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Kazumichi Katayama of Kyoto University, Japan, spent two weeks in the depart¬ 
ment studying human remains. 

Talks were given to some local societies and an introductory course on New 
Zealand archaeology was given under the auspices of the Continuing Educa¬ 
tion Department of Auckland University. 

I would like to thank Joan Lawrence for her continued voluntary work in 
the department which has included Maori Gallery development work.

Botanist 

Major field trips were made to the Poor Knights Islands (to allow thorough 
study of the vascular flora of Aorangi Island to complement earlier work on 
Tawhiti Rahi), the Broken Islands lying west of Great Barrier (the annual Off¬ 
shore Islands Research Group summer expedition), and Puketi and Omahuta 
Slate Forests (with the Auckland Botanical Society). Several other day or over¬ 
night trips were made to other localities in Northland. 

Conferences and meetings attended include the ‘Godley Gaudeamus’ - a sym¬ 
posium on Research on New Zealand vegetation held to mark the retirement 
of Dr Eric Godley from DSIR; the SYSTANZ and Ecological Society annual 
conferences; the third New Zealand herbarium curators’ meeting; and a Lichen 
Workshop at DSIR Lincoln to coincide with the publication of the latest volume 
in the ‘Flora of New Zealand’ series. 

A highlight of the year was the month of October spent in Australia. I am 
grateful to the Royal Society of New Zealand for a Young Scientists Fund grant 
towards international airfares to allow me to attend the meeting of the Council 
of Heads of Australian Herbaria in Perth as the New Zealand representative. 
Following the meeting 1 travelled across Australia and spent time at each of 
the State herbaria. 

A number of lectures on the Three Kings Islands were delivered during the 
year, including one to the Insitute. Lectures and a laboratory on aspects of tax¬ 
onomic and herbarium botany were given to Stage III students at the Universi¬ 
ty of Auckland. The Museum’s submission to the Department of Lands & Survey 
on the Te Paki Farm Park management plan was prepared. 

Visitors included horticulture apprentices from a number of Local Authorities 
for training in herbarium use, a group of students from the Auckland Technical 
Institute summer school, Professor David Bates from Cornell University (who 
worked on New Zealand Malvaceae), and Professor Carrick Chambers from 
Melbourne University who spent a week working on the Museum’s specimens 
of Blechnum (native and foreign ferns, including his large personal collection 
of Blechnum presented to the Museum some twenty years ago). 

The department’s halftime technician, Dawn Hendry, was occupied almost 
entirely in the labelling of specimens this year before leaving the Museum’s employ 
in late March to travel overseas. Miss J. H. Goulding, Honorary Research 
Associate, undertook the identification of a large consignment of archaeological 
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fibres from sites in Southland and continued her work towards a collecting 
itinerary for T. F. Cheeseman. Despite his absence for much of 1984 due to 
recurrent illness, Mr E. B. Bangerter, Associate Botanist, maintained contact 
with the Department, and was able to complete some work at home. Over the 
summer vacation, two students, Michael Whitehead and Paul Schofield, curated 
the moss and liverwort collections. 

1 am indebted to the faithful group of volunteers who carry out a great deal 
of basic curatorial work, Meryl Wright, Joan Dow, Rhys Gardner, John Galilee 
and Kate Smith, and to donors of valuable specimens. 

A large personal lichen herbarium presented by Bruce and Glenys Hayward 
comprises over 2500 named specimens and is the largest available collection of 
northern New Zealand lichens including many complete collections from the 
northern offshore islands. 


A. E. WRIGHT 

Senior Conservator 

The beginning of the year was taken up by the final preparation by the con¬ 
servators of the Museum’s 51 artefacts loaned to the Te Maori exhibition. I then 
spent four weeks as a Registrar with other members of the collecting team 
assembling and preparing condition reports on artefacts selected from the regional 
museums throughout the Auckland Province. 

In July I acted as courier for Kave and spent a week in New York working 
with staff of the Museum of Modern Arts in preparing the condition report and 
carrying out some conservation work on Kave itself. There were also discus¬ 
sions on the mounting of the sculpture with the exhibition designer and the staff 
of the Metropolitan Museum who were preparing the Te Maori artefacts for 
exhibition. 

1 then travelled to Europe to attend the ICOM conference in Copenhagen, 
Denmark, where I was joined by Gerry Barton and both presented papers in 
the ethnographic conservation session. My paper was on the conservation of 
dendroglyphs from the Chatham Islands while Gerry Barton discussed the use 
of red overpaints on museum artefacts. We became members of the Ethnographic 
Working Group while Gerry Barton became the Regional Co-ordinator for New 
Zealand for the group. I am a member of the Waterlogged Wood-working Group 
and attended their session where results of my research work on pre-freezing 
methods for the conservation of waterlogged wood were discussed. Both of us 
spent some time in Europe looking at museum storage facilities in Germany, 
Holland and Belgium. 

Most of the year was then spent working on artefacts selected for the new 
Maori Court development — although artefacts from other departments received 
attention as well, such as items from the War Collections, Marine Hall and Ap¬ 
plied Arts. Gerry Barton began an investigation into the cleaning of feathers 
using ultrasonic equipment, which has resulted in a joint venture with the Cana¬ 
dian Conservation Institute, and also investigated the use of polyurethane on 
fabrics. 

The department had three interns during the year and it was pleasing to hear 
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that two of them were accepted in conservation courses overseas while the third 
accepted a position as a conservation technician at the National Museum. 

The Hotunui meeting house project started with the volunteer services of two 
German students, Bettina Hemberger and Mathias Mohr and was continued by 
two Maori workers, Maarama Tetini and Joe Tuki of Orakei marae, who, under 
the supervision of Dante Bonica, are doing a splendid job of removing the red 
overpaints on the carving. They have also been generously assisted by other 
workers from the marae. To date they have finished the right amo, two epa 
and three poupou. 

Gerry Barton and I gave talks on preventive conservation and maintenance 
to members of several museums and two marae were visited. 

Overseas conservators visiting the laboratory included Ms Antoinette King, 
Chief Conservator of the Museum of Modern Art, New York, Ms Kathleen Ber- 
rin, Curator of the H. M. de Young Memorial Museum of San Francisco, Dr 
Colin Pearson and Ms Ruth Norton, both of Canberra College of Advanced 
Studies who came in their capacity as UNESCO regional representatives on 
conservation. 

In February of this year the Auckland Institute and Museum was host for 
the New' Zealand Professional Conservators Group’s annual meeting and 
conference. 


K. M. PETERS 


Curator of Display 

In the new Maori Court, after the removal of the original 1929 vintage display 
cases the project gained considerable momentum. The most substantial achieve¬ 
ment to date has been the installation of all new display cases and furniture 
- an extensive undertaking involving many people. In particular we continue 
to be grateful to Mr Chris Dale of JASMAD, architects, who has guided the 
conversion of our basic concepts into completed display fittings. The construc¬ 
tion of these was carried out by Haydn & Rollett Limited who, as a consequence, 
have provided Auckland Museum with a new generation of display cases of the 
highest possible standard. 

The displays have been progressing in several areas, and the preparation pro¬ 
cess is necessarily a lengthy one. The selection of objects and the compilation 
of associated labels have proved to be deceptively difficult tasks. 

This year saw the departure of display artist Peter Gossage to commence 
freelance employment. As well as being a colourful personality on the staff, 
Peter provided this Museum with display work of the highest standard — par¬ 
ticularly in the Auckland Landscapes and Maritime Flails. However, his magnum 
opus must be the Settlement Model in the Maori Court West which featured 
on the cover of last year’s Report. To cope with increasing demands on this 
department, a new position, that of display technician, was created this year. 
Angus MacKenzie, a graduate of Otago Polytechnic, filled this position and 
brings to the Museum further practical and design skills. The large number of 
objects in the new Maori Court requiring individual treatment demands that 
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display personnel be both inventive and practical. Techniques of attachment and 
presentation such as those pioneered by Geoff Logan in the remodelled Moriori 
display now constitute our ‘style’. The Museum quarterly ‘News’ has been main¬ 
tained and, in addition to our many other printing tasks, Virginia Bennett has 
been responsible for the design and production of an attractive range of much 
needed bags for the Museum shop. 

The Special Exhibitions programme continues. In addition to the regular 
photography, pottery and studio glass exhibitions, this year also saw Chinese 
Landscape Photographs, Pacific Glass, the multicultural Sharing our Cultures, 
Japanese Calligraphy and our major Christmas presentation Pacific Patterns. 

In the Logan Campbell Gallery the silver cases were temporarily emptied to 
accommodate three more travelling exhibitions: Contemporary German 
Jewellery, Musical Instruments from Ancient Israel and American Handcrafts. 
Also, as our contribution to a festival of South Pacific art, the display depart¬ 
ment constructed four units on which to present tapa cloth and other artefacts. 

This year I was honoured by being one of six recipients worldwide of the 
American Museums Association partnership programme. Designed to provide 
for six weeks’ work experience in a kindred American institution, this award 
was unfortunately cancelled when my selected partner withdrew and the AMA 
could offer no alternative.

Kducation Officer 

Attendances have decreased 9% but are still at a high level and sufficient to 
keep Education Officers fully committed to a vigorous teaching programme. 
The downturn in the intake of Teachers College students has resulted in a change 
of strategies in teaching large numbers of children who arrive at one time. 

A noticeable trend is for schools to block book a large number of classes (from 
4 to 10 classes) to study the same topic. 

Interest in the War Gallery is growing with its use for Form 7 Literature and 
Form 5 European History courses. 

A new system for the training of Teachers College students on section at the 
Museum resulted from a meeting between the Education Department, Auckland 
Teachers College lecturers and Museum Education Officers. The system involves 
closer liaison between students and the schools they will be working in. The in¬ 
itial implementation of the system is more complex and it is intended to start 
the scheme in 1985. 

Two successful curriculum study courses in Geology were taken, in conjunc¬ 
tion with R. Sylvester (lecturer ATC), over a ten week period involving 2 groups 
of 24 students from Auckland Teachers College. The course consisted of lec¬ 
tures, practical work relating to classroom practice and field trips. 

The Education Service book, “Introduction to NZ Prehistory,” published in 
February 1984, has been well received by schools and libraries. A second prin¬ 
ting (1000) has been made. 
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The plan for providing individual planning for each teacher visiting the 
Museum is proceeding well. The supply of a Minolta photocopier (enlarging 
and reducing) by the Education Board has supported this plan and increased 
the service we can offer to teachers and pupils. The flexibility and ease with 
which material can be reproduced is remarkable and the machine is a great asset 
to the Service. 

John McCaw retired in May after 30 years’ service as Artist Technician. His 
creative work in designing and building display cases, and his efficiency in 
distributing loan material has been appreciated by teachers and pupils for many 
years. The Education Service owes much to John McCaw’s consistent hard work 
in developing the Loan Service. John McCaw’s replacement is Juliet Hawkins, 
who comes to the Service with considerable talent and skill after working in 
ceramic design at Ceramco. 

A major review of the method of packaging and distribution of display cases 
is underway. The Auckland and Hamilton Education Boards and the Auckland 
Museum are financing a new system of packaging, using fibreboard suitcases 
to carry display cases and additional audio/visual resources. A new system of 
distribution of cases will provide a very flexible convenient service for country 
schools. The Artist Technician’s room, containing loan material, has been stripped 
of asbestos and completely repainted. The Education Board has supplied tools 
and equipment. New shelving and cupboards make this an attractive and effec¬ 
tive workplace. 

The Classroom, refurbished in early 1984, has had increased use and pro¬ 
vides an excellent work space and visual aids room for visiting groups. With 
the increased pressure for providing short lectures, classroom lessons and the 
studying of objects, the Volunteer room, to seat 25, has been set up with audio¬ 
visual facilities. This is a most serviceable extra teaching space.

Entomologist 

Mrs Jenny Gurr, who has been associated with the Department for over 16 
years, died recently after an illness. Since 1968, Jenny has been a part-time assis¬ 
tant in Entomology and she worked here again last year until December. She 
was responsible for much of the curatorial work of the Department including 
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the mounting, labelling and sorting of thousands of insect specimens collected 
during her time here, as well as the upkeep and rearrangement of earlier collec¬ 
tions. Jenny Gurr was a pleasant, kind person who will be sadly missed. 

Rosemary Gilbert, who is the permanent halftime technician in the Depart¬ 
ment, has continued her valuable and enthusiastic assistance throughout the year. 
She has in particular assisted in labelling and sorting several large collections 
as well as handling many outgoing and incoming loans of insects to and from 
specialists. In association with Dr Peter Hammond, of the British Museum 
(Natural History), London, who visited New Zealand to work on rove beetles, 
Rosemary has become knowledgeable on this group and has subsequently been 
instrumental in sorting and sending collections of these beetles to Dr Hammond 
for further study. Jennifer Robertson again gave able assistance for two and 
a half months during the summer vacation. 

In May 1984 I attended the Annual Conference of the Entomological Society 
of New Zealand in Dunedin and presented a paper on ‘Trans-oceanic insect disper¬ 
sal projects’. The Otago Museum was visited and 1 also attended a gathering 
of insect collection curators at Lincoln, Canterbury. This was the first meeting 
of its kind in New Zealand and some 30 people from various institutions met 
to discuss the particular methods and problems of those handling and in charge 
of insect collections. 

Research work has continued in the fields of aquatic insects, offshore islands 
faunas, faunas in the far north, forest floor invertebrates and insect dispersal. 

During the past year 15 field trips were made, 4 to Mangonui County in the 
far north, 8 to Raglan County on the west coast and 3 to Ohinemuri and Cor¬ 
omandel Counties on the east coast. Forest remnants were sampled and aquatic 
collecting done. 

We are very grateful to Mr Eric Pritchard of Auckland for the gift of his 
collection of beetles and other insects, together with extensive field notes, which 
he made in the period 1938-84. 

The large Bulletin No. 14 ‘Systematics of family Nassariidae (Mollusca, 
Gastropoda)’ by W. O. Cernohorsky, was published on July 12, 1984, and the 
Records volume 21 part 1 on December 18, 1984. As there were fewer and smaller 
papers in the Records for the year than usual, it was decided to publish them 
as part 1 of volume 21. An index to volumes 1-20 is at present in preparation 
and will be published as part 2.

Extension Officer 

A training course for a new intake of volunteer guides was held on Saturday 
mornings between May and August. Those trainees who completed the course 
have joined the team and are doing sterling work. Our guiding service has in¬ 
creasingly been used by tour operators and cruise ship companies. There have 
been twenty cruise ship tours, each with about 100 visitors this summer. In ad¬ 
dition there have been many booked tours both for overseas and local parties. 
Our guides are now very experienced and are able to deal with the most unex¬ 
pected questions and unusual groups. Effective guiding is also being done with 
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small groups gathered in the Museum by guides who approach people and offer 
their services; a more personal tour is possible and both guide and visitors seem 
to enjoy the experience. 

The circulating displays which are mainly in public libraries in an area exten¬ 
ding from Kaitaia to Taumarunui, continue to be in demand. Two new display 
sites have been opened during the year, one at Opotiki High School and one 
at Northcote Library. The 76 displays which are on show are changed four times 
a year. I have made one new display — Asian Folk Art — which shows folk 
figures from China, Japan and Indonesia and have had to repair four of the 
older displays which had suffered minor damage. The ‘Kiwis’ display had to 
be completely rebuilt and a similar but more minor operation on the ‘New Zealand 
Parrots’ display was carried out because of the removal of valuable specimens 
of birds which had become endangered species. In response to Wild Life Depart¬ 
ment requirements a full list of protected birds in our displays has been drawn 
up and permits to possess them now have to be issued to the organisation receiving 
the display. 

Fifteen special exhibitions were held in 1984. Again the subjects were widerang- 
ing and covered such things as studio pottery, studio glass, weaving, science, 
photography, art, ethnology and cultural items from the many nationalities that 
come together in Auckland. 

The auditorium has been in very steady use throughout the year. There have 
been about 150 bookings of the facilities of which approximately one third were 
for Institute and Museum related groups. 

Mr Freeth reports that Planetarium attendances during the year have been 
excellent. In addition to weekend and public holiday sessions, there were 184 
school and special sessions. The coming apparition of Halley’s Comet has 
generated considerable public interest. Its extreme southerly declination during 
March-April 1986 will mean it will be particularly well placed for observation 
from New Zealand. A number of special circulars concerning Halley’s Comet 
were prepared and distributed. These give its history and observing prospects, 
and include a chart showing its path in the sky. 

A major modification was made to the Planetarium projector mount during 
the year. The whole instrument can now rotate on a vertical axis; this produces 
a horizontal rotation of the whole sky which has been of great advantage in 
sessions concerned with co-ordinate astronomy.

Liaison Officer 

The New Zealand Lottery Board has continued to provide a grant which 
substantially funds the Liaison Service. During the four years since the establish¬ 
ment of the Service a number of strategies have been developed to assist the 
varying needs and interest of these museums. Work over the last 12 months has 
maintained and further consolidated the activities of the Service. To ensure that 
requests can be adequately met and co-ordinated, information and other forms 
of assistance are sought from a variety of sources at the local, regional and na¬ 
tional levels, both from within the museum profession and outside. Throughout

1984 contact with the museums has been maintained in various ways - visits, 
correspondence, telephone, circulation of printed material and attendance at 
workshops and meetings. 

Approximately 70% of Liaison Service museums have been visited in this year. 
During this year increasing emphasis has been directed towards longer visits which 
enabled more in-depth work with staff on particular tasks such as registration 
and planning, and design for display areas. Arrangements have been made for 
curators, conservators and display staff from this Museum to visit and provide 
specialist and tehnical advice and assistance, and also for individuals and small 
groups from other museums to visit the Auckland Museum and Regional Con¬ 
servation Laboratory at the Auckland City Art Gallery. 

Publication of Museletler continues and this has been distributed to all 
museums in the region as well as various publicity leaflets for workshops. The 
information brochure on the Liaison Service continues to be a useful introduc¬ 
tion when new contacts are made. Liaison with the Tourist and Publicity Depart¬ 
ment enabled some input into their publications ‘Museums, Historic Places and 
Galleries Directory’ and the ‘Bargain Book.’ 

Programme organisation and co-ordination of three AGMANZ workshops 
have been undertaken — Financial Administration, Preventative Conservation 
for Textiles and Education. These were held at Auckland City Art Gallery, 
Highwic and Waitomo Caves Museum respectively. The initial planning stages 
have begun for five AGMANZ workshops for 1985. Small in-house “workshops” 
seminars have been undertaken with a number of museum committee members 
prior to undertaking set tasks within their museums. An interest programme 
which will extend over 1985 was arranged for docents at MOTAT. 

Assistance with programme planning for 1985 Conferences has been given 
to organisers of the NZ Federation of Historical Societies and the Archives & 
Records Association of New Zealand. Other meetings attended this year include 
various museum committee meetings, guest speaker at the Onehunga Historical 
Society AGM and the Auckland Historical Society, Board of Management 
meetings at Te Awamutu and Whakatane Museums, the Art Galleries & Museums 
Scheme committee meetings, Otamatea Kauri & Pioneer Museum new wing open¬ 
ing, Museum Registrars’ meeting, NZ Historic Places Trust Board and Special 
Meetings and Education & Properties Committees, and AGMANZ Council and 
Education Committee meetings.

Librarian 

The year began with the highlighting of some of the library’s treasures in the 
exhibition ‘Auckland’s best kept secret’. This was followed by a Radio New 
Zealand interview between Cherry Raymond and myself which publicised our 
library and in particular the manuscript, photograph and picture collections. 
Many library users and museum visitors made it known that they would welcome 
more opportunities to view the library’s riches, most of which cannot of course 
be regularly displayed. The other major feature of the library year was the large 
number of accessions and there were several massive donations of manuscript 
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material. There is now an acute shortage of storage space and much incoming 
material remains temporarily on floors and the tops of stacks. 

The Manuscript Collection continued to provide a focal point for library use, 
and received a boost with the visit to Auckland of Professor Clyde Griffen of 
Vassar College and his wife Sally. The Griffens spent several months in Auckland 
studying sources of Auckland’s history and not only did they isolate many col¬ 
lections which were hitherto unknown, but more importantly they were able to 
suggest ways in which material could be utilised to provide new historical infor¬ 
mation. Very good progress was maintained in the cataloguing of manuscript 
accessions. Many outstanding manuscript donations were received including a 
collection of genealogies relating to Manihiki and Rakahanga, given by Mr Lionel 
Trenn. Mrs C. Bostock gave several items about her ancestor John Banbury, 
one of the oldest surviving New Zealand war veterans. This collection includes 
scrapbooks and the minute book of the Cemetery Bridge Committee, 1906-1910. 
Mr Fen Barrett of Ohaeawai donated the visitors’ book of the Waitangi Falls 
Hotel, 1878-1879. 

As in previous years the library received many donations of books and 
periodicals, as well as programmes and leaflets for our Ephemera Collections. 
We are grateful to Mr J. M. Stacpoole, OBE, who gave several rare heraldic 
works of reference and files of Country Life magazine, 1960-1980. Mr Peter 
Loftus of Adelaide presented early copies of the New Zealand Farmer, ca. 1920. 
Many members were frequent donors throughout the year: our Honorary 
Botanist, Mrs Lucy Cranwell Smith, Mr R. B. Sibson, whose donations includ¬ 
ed the Atlas of Australian Birds, 1984, Mr George Dingley, whose gifts includ¬ 
ed eleven books about Thames-Coromandel gold mining and Mrs Morelle Styles 
who presented a complete set of 1981 New Zealand electoral rolls. 

The Photograph Collection was again heavily used for research purposes and 
Mr Maitland’s knowledge of our photographic holdings continues to be greatly 
appreciated. Perhaps the outstanding photographic donation came from Mr C. 
Fenwick, who gave 60 stereoscopic photographs and their negatives which were 
taken at Gallipoli and in Egypt by Lt Col P. C. Fenwick, Assistant Director 
of Medical Services for the New Zealand and Australian Division. These valuable 
images provide a most detailed view of life at Anzac Cove. Other noteworthy 
donations included an album of 1910 New Zealand and Auckland views from 
Mr J. M. Stacpoole, Chatham Islands postcards and photographic prints from 
Mrs M. Furniss, and over 50 glass negatives showing Auckland maritime scenes, 
ca. 1910, from Mr R. E. Combes. We are also grateful to many members and 
others who lent items for copying: Mr E. Le Roy, who is now over 90 years 
of age, brought in his own photographs taken just before World War I; Neil 
Rennie, editor of New Zealand Farmer, lent a 1920’s album of agricultural 
machinery; the West Auckland Historical Society who made available 100 glass 
negatives on the Te Atatu district; Kings School who lent an album of Auckland 
views, ca. 1910. This important album includes views of North Shore, Auckland 
waterfront, Freemans Bay and panoramic views of Auckland. 

The library’s small but important collection of art works continues to be 
discovered by art historians and others. An outstanding gift was the bequest 
of 38 New Zealand oils and watercolours from Kenneth Edwards Sutcliffe. This 
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The late Lieutenant Colonel P. C. Fenwick took this photograph of the New Zealand main dressing station on the beach at Gallipoli 
where he was Assistant Director or Medical Services between April and June 1915. His son Mr C. Fenwick has presented a collection 
of his father’s photographs. 
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collection includes examples of the work of Hoyte, Gully, Blomfield, Fristrom 
and Airini Vane. Other accessions include the purchase of a sketch by Horace 
Moore-Jones and 3 pencil sketches of the Waikato River, ca. 1860s by A. 
Urquhart. 

Many Institute members continue to give welcome support in the form of dona¬ 
tions to the Members’ Library Purposes Fund, or with donations of books and 
other library materials. Two important monographs were purchased with the 
assistanceof the Fund: Early sketches and charts of Banks Peninsula, 1770-1850, 
by P. B. Maling; the 1983 facsimile edition of W. L. Buller’s A history of the 
Birds of New Zealand, as well as microfilms of the A uckland Weekly News from 
1926-1934. The Fund also assisted the library in obtaining an important selec¬ 
tion of engineering and shipping reference works from Mr E. T. Fairburn. 

Genealogical research continues to have a steady impact on libraries and ours 
was no exception. The North Shore group of volunteers have now indexed 
Auckland death notices from 1911 to 1945 and are now working back to 1885 
where the indexes at the Auckland Public Library cease. 1 am grateful to the 
members of the group for this important work and am pleased to report that 
the index is proving to be one of our most valuable reference aids. 

Both Mr Maitland and 1 addressed separate meetings of the Waiheke Island 
Historical Society and outlined for those present, manuscript, published and 
photographic resources in our library which relate to Waiheke Island. With Mrs 
Fitzgibbon I attended a National Library User Services Division seminar on the 
subject of the new three level service provided by the National Library. Mrs 
Fletcher spent four days in Wellington studying the centennial Historical Atlas 
material held at the Alexander Turnbull Library. Her findings will help con¬ 
siderably in the interpretation and cataloguing of the important collection of 
manuscript papers bequeathed by Mrs Ruth Ross, who was a major contributor 
to the unpublished Atlas project. Mrs Fletcher also investigated genealogical 
indexes at National Archives and various rolls and indexes at the Defence Depart¬ 
ment Library relating to New Zealand and Pacific Islands personnel in several 
wars. I continued as a member of the Northern Archives and Records Trust 
which is achieving success in identifying business and other records which are 
worthy of preservation. 1 also continued to serve as a member of the Ewelme 
Cottage and Kinder House Management Committees and as a member of the 
Auckland Working Party for the planned 1990 Dictionary of New Zealand 
Biography. 

The efforts of our voluntary assistants were again a key factor in the effec¬ 
tiveness of our library. Regular voluntary assistants are: Mr S. G. Brooker, Rev 
Dr A. B. Catley, Miss E. A. Evans, Mr and Mrs J. Harold, Miss M. Kelly, 
Miss W. McMyn, Miss O. G. Poole, Mrs P. Sayes and Mrs E. Spragg. Also 
I should like to thank the members of the Women’s Archives Committee, especial¬ 
ly the convenor Mrs M. Nash, Mrs S. Ross and Mrs G. Mason, for hard work 
throughout the year in maintaining this important resource. Finally I should 
like to thank Mr J. P. Webster for valued support during the year and our two 
contract photographers, Mrs Anne Carpenter and Mr Peter Brennan for their 
assistance and co-operation.

Our Department has continued to provide services to the public with iden¬ 
tifications, advice on collecting, cleaning and storing specimens, scientific 
literature and other pertinent information. 1 take this opportunity to thank Dr 

A. W. B. Powell for his continued assistance with enquiries relating to New 
Zealand Mollusca. 

During the year, loan of type specimens and other molluscan material has 
been made to the NZ Geological Survey, Lower Hutt, the National Museum, 
Wellington, the Institute of Malacology, Tokyo, and the Queensland Universi¬ 
ty, Brisbane. Outstanding loans of fossil molluscs have been returned to us by 
the NZ Geological Survey, Lower Hutt, and we returned loans of Turridae and 
type-specimens to the British Museum (Natural History), London, the Smithso¬ 
nian Institution, Washington, and the National Musuem of Wales, Cardiff. Type 
material of Nassarius whiteheadae Cernohorsky, has been returned to the 
Australian Museum, Sydney, and several paratypes of the species have been 
donated to the Queensland Museum, Brisbane. 

Mr N. Gardner, Auckland, donated a selection of 30 species of marine and 
land shells which were not previously represented in our collection. A basic, 
but scientifically important collection of some 2000 specimens of 220 species 
of Papua New Guinea marine shells have been donated by Mr J. Macdonald, 
Auckland. A small collection of New Zealand shells has been received from Mr 
R. V. Roberts, per courtesy of our librarian, Mr I. Thwaites. Mr 1. Scott, a 
member of the Auckland Conchology section, donated several molluscan 
specimens from the Canary Islands and Sri Lanka. Dr R. C. Willan donated 
several specimens of Queensland psammobiid species for our collections. A half- 
polished ammonite from County Antrim, Ireland, has been received as a gift 
from the New Zealand section of the Theosophical Society. 

Students used departmental facilities for essay research on the adaptive radia¬ 
tion of Molluscs, Dr Andrew visited to continue his research for the “History 
of New Zealand Zoology”, Miss Ross, from the Ottawa Natural History Museum, 
examined our collections, Dr J. Buckridge, Carrington Technical Institute, studied 
Haliotidae and also led a study group of geology students, Dr R. C. Willan, 
Queensland University, Brisbane, researched the family Psammobiidae, and Mr 

B. Seager, Faulkner Collins Ltd, examined fresh-water Unionidae. 

1 went on a field trip to the Fiji Islands in July-August. Most of the field 
collecting was done on the sparsely populated Nananu-i-Ra Island, off the north 
coast of Viti Levu. Due to excellent spring tides, wide areas of reef were ac¬ 
cessible, and apart from reef collecting, snorkelling and diving, sand areas were 
extensively hand-dredged. 

In September, the Auckland Institute and Museum Conchology Section held 
the 3rd Annual Shell Show. I acted as judge, and prizes for 65 exhibits in 35 
classes were awarded. The show was well patronised and was a great success. 
Mr N. Gardner, a member of the Conchology section, has given sterling service 
as a voluntary worker in our Department, and has assisted with the curation 
of several collections. 
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A monograph of the family Nassariidae was published as Bulletin of the 
Auckland Institute and Museum No. 14. Apart from research on various aspects 
of Indo-Pacific Mollusca, research work has continued on a monograph of the 
family Terebridae which is being prepared in co-authorship with T. Bratcher 
from the Los Angeles County Museum of Natural History. I have been elected 
to the editorial review board of the American malacological publication 
“Opisthobranch” as the Indo-Pacific consultant, and appointed to the commit¬ 
tee of the Association of Pacific Systematists.

Marine Biologist 

The growth in fish collections from deep water communities has been a domi¬ 
nant feature of this year’s activities. Alan Hart continued a regular series of 
samples predominantly from the Wairarapa coast, while others from trawlers 
engaged in exploratory fishing programmes, including John Walker and Bob 
Ching, have provided a source to new areas. These collections have been very 
important to our gaining many lesser known New Zealand fishes, together with 
new biological data and distribution ranges. In an effort to promote the conti¬ 
nuing interest of these donors it became a policy to have them inspect our 
holdings, at the same time discussing our needs for particular fishes, improved 
specimen quality, methods of preservation and transport, and have them par¬ 
ticipate in a reciprocal programme for identification and photographs. 

First stages to improve collection storage were completed with the relocation 
of a display case and an adjacent wall partition within the Fish Hall. By open¬ 
ing a new back wall access a considerable increase in useable floor area was 
achieved. Within this space a collection of whale and dolphin skeletons were 
amalgamated, and new shelving bays provided better jar storage for fishes so 
that they could be arranged systematically within family groups. In this project 
the assistance of Michael Brooke, under the student employment scheme, was 
much valued for his resourcefulness and ability to work independently in both 
practical and scientific tasks. Some additional catalogue and labelling reorganisa¬ 
tion was completed amongst tank held fishes and continued for jar stored 
specimens until Michael’s return to university studies. 

A programme to collect small secretive fishes in shallow waters by scuba div¬ 
ing was continued. Though fieldwork relies considerably on the availability of 
sea transport and favourable weather, a number of north-eastern coastal sites 
have been visited. For comparative purposes a shift in emphasis to west coast 
regions is being currently undertaken with some work already completed at Port 
Waikato Heads. 

A broadening of public awareness and educational value of the Fish Hall ex¬ 
hibits is being achieved through the Volunteer Guide programme. Assistance 
to guides has been given with training and some background notes on New 
Zealand fishes have been prepared in an illustrated booklet. As time permits 
a number of scientifically based drawings, that can be reproduced inexpensive¬ 
ly by photocopy, are being prepared for use in association with Fish Hall displays 
and the fish collections. 

A manuscript relating to Antarctic ectoparasites (family Gnathiidae) on com- 
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mon benthic fishes of the Ross Sea was completed and submitted to the Royal 
Society of New Zealand for publication. 


A. B. STEPHENSON 

Ornithologist 

Again this year 1 devoted time to reorganising the collections. A good start 
was made on numbering the mammals in a consecutive series so as to develop 
a system similar to that now working for birds and amphibians/reptiles. Much 
material had never been registered before, including a multitude of hunting 
trophies that were retrieved from various inaccessible parts of the building. These 
were sorted, cleaned, numbered and stored closer at hand either in the bird depart¬ 
ment or behind the albatross diorama. Similar good progress was made on begin¬ 
ning to reorganise the New Zealand bird eggs. The department was fumigated 
with methyl bromide in February 1985. 

About 120 dead birds were kept from among those received from the public, 
including important specimens from C. R. Veitch, A. and M. Dobbins, T. G. 
Lovegrove and F. V. Thompson. About 100 new prepared specimens were add¬ 
ed to the bird collection, including 25 study skins exchanged with the National 
Wildlife Collection (Canberra, Australia). Six new mounted birds were install¬ 
ed in the Bird Gallery to replace poor specimens, the most notable being a Great 
Spotted Kiwi prepared from a corpse kindly supplied by the National Museum. 
The amphibian/reptile collection was expanded, principally by 70 sets of New 
Zealand lizard bones presented by J. McCallum, and 16 skinks received on ex¬ 
change from the Australian Museum (Sydney). 

Over 300 stuffed birds were lent out in the year, about two-thirds for educa¬ 
tional purposes (art classes, talks and displays). Twenty-two researchers visited 
the department and spent a total of about 17 man-days studying parts of the 
collection. 

The following volunteers helped with routine tasks from time to time: Paul 
Scofield, Kathy Barrow and Chris Jowett. Paul was employed as a vacation stu¬ 
dent over the summer. He indexed the donors of specimens that are listed in 
the Annual Reports for the period 1870-1914, including all classes of museum 
objects, and merged his index with the donor index that forms part of the 
museum’s general accessioning system. He also prepared a subject index for ac¬ 
cessions of land vertebrates given in all the Annual Reports to date. 

During the year 1 gave a lecture on ornithological study methods to a univer¬ 
sity Extension Studies course, and gave two tours of the department to bird¬ 
watching societies. 1 ran the monthly meetings of the Ornithological Society 
(Auckland branch) for 6 months while the regular organiser was overseas, and 
served on the council of the Miranda Naturalists’Trust. In Wellington I attend¬ 
ed a meeting at which representatives from the major museums met with the 
Wildlife Service to discuss legal aspects of the handling of protected fauna by 
museums. Institutions visited were the National Museum, DSIR Land Mam¬ 
mal Collection (Lower Hutt) and Waitomo Caves Museum. 

1 embarked on a long-term study of Whiteheads on Little Barrier Island in 
collaboration with Dr I. G. McLean and have made 3 trips to the island totall- 
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ing 5 weeks. A grant to the museum from the Lottery Board enabled lan McLean 
to spend the entire breeding season on the island assisted by a Canadian or¬ 
nithologist, Lesley Curthoys. During the year 192 Whiteheads were colour-banded 
and much data on their life history collected. It is a pleasure to acknowledge 
the helpful co-operation in the project received from Dick Veitch (Wildlife 
Service). 

Other research during the year included identifying reptiles in the Pycroft 
Solomon Islands collection of 1932, studying subfossil lizard bones from 
Motutapu Island, preparing some entries for the new Ornithological Society 
checklist of New Zealand birds and preparing a field guide to New Zealand’s 
frogs and reptiles that is to be published commercially.

Curator of War Collections 

1 have continued to maintain a series of temporary displays. Those set up 
this year were ‘Bayonets of Other Nations,’ ‘Early Pocket Pistols,’ a United States 
Marine Corps Uniform of the World War II period, ‘Eastern Swords’ and ‘New 
Donations.’ 

Introduction of a new firearms registration system has necessitated extensive 
re-listing of details of the models, markings and serial numbers of machineguns 
and pistols held by the Museum, and while making these lists I extended them 
beyond the police requirements so as to include all our cartridge weapons. We 
now have a full listing of all weapons bearing serial numbers which have been 
made from about 1850. This list has already proved most useful on several 
occasions. 


Once again invaluable assistance has been received from the International 
Military Arms Society in the identification, cataloguing, cleaning and oiling of 
weapons. A number of leather and textile items from the collection have been 
treated by the Conservation Department. Some forty daggers and swords from 
the Middle and Far East have been catalogued. 

Talks were given to several groups on the history of firearms, and others were 
taken on a tour of the War Collection reserve rooms. In addition daily tours 
of the department were conducted during the May and August school holidays. 
The number of enquiries for identification of materials, for information on 
historic military matters and for loans for various reasons has increased markedly 
this last year. 

One item of note was the return of the colours of the Northland Regiment. 
These colours had been ‘laid up’ at the Auckland Museum in 1973. They have 
now been returned to the area from which they came and are in the care of the 
Northland Regional Museum at Whangarei. 


Our Japanese Zero aircraft has attracted much attention over the years. 
Canberra War Memorial Museum is constructing a Zero from the remains of 
three aircraft but many of the parts are missing and will have to be made. A 
team from the RAAF consisting of Flight Lieutenant Scholz and Flight Sergeant 
Doggett were sent here to examine and photograph all accessible parts of our 
Zero. These gentlemen were very knowledgeable about Zeros and did a thorough 
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job on our aircraft. As a result we now have a lot more information relating 
to the constructing and history of our aircraft. Mr P. Lewis who has been resear¬ 
ching the history of our Zero for several years has now reached the completion 
of his project and the results will, we hope, soon be published. There was con¬ 
siderable liaison and exchange of information between Mr Lewis and the 
Australian team.

Astronomy Section 

During the past year, the Auckland Astronomical Society held 11 meetings. 
Distinguished speakers included Professor Zdenek Kopal from Manchester 
University, and Dr Edwin Budding from Carter Observatory. 

The special interest groups of Junior members and telescope making groups 
continue with satisfactory numbers, and a computer group is about to commence. 

Publication of the Journal of the Auckland Astronomical Society was recom¬ 
menced after a gap of 20 years. This was well received. 

The Observatory was open to the public for Vistors Evenings 42 times during 
the year. Special interest groups and school parties attended on 60 separate oc¬ 
casions. Total number of visitors was 4350. 

Photoelectric observations of variable stars included observations on dwarf 
novae, cepheids and long period variable stars. Papers published included two 
papers in the Information Bulletin of Variable Stars and four in Southern Stars. 

The Society is now in preparation for the return of Halleys Comet. Many 
overseas visitors are expected to visit the Observatory during the period of its 
return.

NOTES TO THE ACCOUNTS FOR YEAR ENDED 31st MARCH 1985 


STATEMENT OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

These accounts have been prepared in accordance with general accounting 
principles recommended by the New Zealand Society of Accountants for 
the measurement and reporting of earnings and financial position on a 
historical cost basis. 

The following particular accounting principles which materially affect the 
measurement of income, and of the overall financial position as disclosed 
by these financial statements, have been applied:- 

(a) Stocks 

Stocks in all instances are valued at the lower of cost or net realisable 
market value. Adequate provision has been made for obsolescence, 
deterioration, or damage. 

(b) Investments 

(i) The book value of shares and some Government and Local 
Authority stocks represents the market value pertaining at the date 
of gift or bequest. 

(ii) Kent Street property is shown at the Government valuation at the 
date of the gift. 

(iii) Overseas investments, including bank balances, have been converted 
to New Zealand currency at rates of exchange ruling on 31st March 
1985. 

(iv) Other investments, including the Vaile Trust property at Wiri, are 
shown at cost. 

(c) Fixed Assets 

Fixed Assets are shown at cost in the balance sheet. Collections which 
have been donated or bequeathed to the Museum are not included due 
to the nature and impracticability of valuing such assets. 

(d) Depreciation 

(i) All Furniture and Fittings, Displays, Equipment and Tools 
(including Motor Vehicles) are depreciated on a straight-line basis 
in accordance with the estimated economic lives of the assets, and 
the sum so provided is transferred to Reserve. 

(ii) No depreciation is provided for the Building; instead, lump sum 
transfers, as determined by Council, are normally made each year 
to Building Maintenance Reserve. 

(Items of routine maintenance are charged to Income and Expen¬ 
diture Account; expenditure of a more substantial nature is charg¬ 
ed directly to the Reserve). 

(iii) Depreciation on the Vaile Trust building at Wiri and the W.L. 
Cooke building, Newmarket, has been provided for at standard 
rates on a straight-line basis. 

(e) Trusts, Endowments, etc 

Funds received for special purposes are placed in a reserve, and 
recognised as income in the year in which such funds (or the interest 
arising from them) are spent. 
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(0 Income 

(i) Revenue from sales and services includes both cash and credit sales. 
Bad debts have been written off where appropriate. 

(ii) Investment income is included on an accrual basis, except that in¬ 
terest received from sums on term deposit is recorded on a cash 
basis. 

There are no changes in accounting policies as compared with the previous 
year.
